The World of Traffic Handling 


Reminder this month is the need 
to document the informal traffic 
your station may handle. 


Format and guidelines are provided 
for the handling of formal written 
traffic. And, because you are asked 
to copy, your documentation is made 
as the message is received. It 
is then a simple matter to note 
information of how you transmit 
or deliver. 


Informally, no serious consequence 
develops if you fail to tell John 
Ham that you had contact with his 
brother in Timbuctu. On the other 
hand, if John Ham's brother asks 
you to advise John that he plans 
to arrive for a visit June 15, you 
are now involved with time-dated 
material and third party traffic. 


Most logs provide a space for "other 
data" or "comments" on your contacts, 
Generally, this space is sufficient 
for your documentation. Objection 
to this format of recording is that 
often the action taken is split 
from the notation of traffic received. 
your record is complete, but it 
takes searching should you need 
to refer back for information of 
your contacts, Your "spiral notebook 
kid" again prefers to utilize a 
notebook, This approach is helpful 
as necessary information of delivery 
can then follow the same format 
as written traffic--Received from, 
date and time, and Sent to, date

and time. All data for each piece 
of informal traffic is located in 
the same place, and pages flagged 
until action is complete. 


The above is certainly handy when 
a multi-operator station is working. 
If the recording is split in several 
places in the log, the next operator 
may fail to locate the full story 
of the traffic should a query be 
received during his shift. Also, 
the flagging denotes action that 
the relief operator may accomplish. 


At this time of year we are all 
beginning to think of the "big" 
multi-operator station-~the Iditarod. 
Past operators of this feat are 
well aware of the huge volume of 
formal and informal traffic handled. 
This includes all sorts of information- 
-time dated, directions, queries, 
and phone patches in addition to 
the anticipated dog traffic. Adherence 
to established procedures for complete, 
available documentation is essential 
for control operators to keep this 
event running quickly, accurately, 
and smoothly.

SEPTEMBER 28, 1983
